2 The proposal to 
repudiate two-thirds of a‘ debt which :had

ceived with the indifference which | the ex. 
perience of other Southern States led the 
majority of the committee, and of theeonven- 
tion, to expect. ie anhdans spemned easy of 
accomplishment, . Georgia repudiated about 
eight millions, on the ground that so much 
of its debt had been contracted fraudulent- 
ly; taking care, by formal: constitutional 
provision, to deprive the plundered credi- 
tors of the poor consolation which admit- 
tance to the courts might have afforded. 
This proud State; which now boasts of its 
prosperity, had acted as the judge in its 
Own case, and had blotted out millions arbi- 
trarily without condescending to argue law 
or equity. Why should not Louisiana get 
rid of $8,000,000 of indebtedness in 
the same easy manner? South Carolina 
eut down its. debt from $16, 000,000 to 
$6,000,000, and, according to a Charles- 
ton journal, ‘‘ hopes to be able to slough off 
at least half of that,” without any visible 
disturbance {of ‘the! State canscience.

AN EMPEROR'S, GOLDEN WEDDING.. 


+: Its just ‘half a century ago, yesterday. 
since FREDERICK Watan’ Lewis, of Ho- 
_henzollern,, was : wedded} to Aveusta, 
daughter of the Grand Duke Kart Aveusr, 
of Saxe-Weimar, in the royal chapel sear 
Potsdam. : Two children were sent to bleas | Murde 
that marriage, and now, full of years 
and of honors, the German monarch has 
called together his children, grandchildren, 
and more intimate friends, to assist in cele- 
brating with becoming pomp the anniver- 
sary of his wedding-day. 

Born in April, 1797, this royal individ- 
ual has, almost ever since that date, oceu- 
pied.so prominent a part in his country’s 
affairs that a history of Germany during the 
present century would be largely a history 
of the House of Hohenzollern during the 
same period.: Not very many years ago 
® pamphlet appeared, under the title of 
*‘ The Influence of Old Men upon Contempo- 
rary ‘History,” in which the - Prussian 
writer pointed out that the Pope and the 
“General. of the. Jesuits who had suc- 
» ceeded © in“. forcing. the , dogma of 
infallibility upon the Roman Church were 
septuagenarians; that the three greatest 
nations in Europe—Russia, France, and 
Germany—were governed by septuagenari- ; 
ans; and that the soldiers who had built 
up the Empire of Germany out of the King- 
dom of Prussia were, for the most part, 
septuagenarians, Of the old men thus re- 
ferred to, Pros IX.,.M. Tarers, Marshal 
Vow WraneeL, and Gen. Von Roon have 
since ‘ died. Prince : GorTsoHAKOFF is 
seldom heard of any more, but the sover- 
eign who in 1871‘ reviewed his victorious 
armies in the Bois de Boulogne still lives, 
now an, octogenarian ; monarch, -with 
a strong ‘ individuality ‘ and decided 
will of his own. . More than this, 
this venerable ruler who wields the sceptre 
and the sword over a mighty Empire is a 
worthy descendant of that remarkable race 
of rulers which came into power in 1412, 
and which since the days of Elector Frep- 
ERIOK I. has never produced a really incom- 
petent sovereign. 

The soldier-king of.-whom we write has 

lived through all the ' humiliations and all 
the triumphs that Prussia has known since 
the opeming of the century. He is the 
living type of. Prussian endurance, Prus- 
sian valor, and Prussian victory. He was 
born only a few years subsequent to the 
breaking out among the French people of 
that tremendous manifestation of natural 
energy which, after venting itself upon do- 
mestic abuses, was to become a source of 
terror to the whole of Europe. ; It was just 
after the crushing disaster of Jena, in the 
Autumn of 1806, that : Wines, - then 
in his thirteenth. year, received his first 
commission as an officer in»the Prussian 
Guards. Soon afterward he.sew his coun- 
try’s capital occupied by the hated French, 

and with his mother, the beautiful and: Pe 
triotie Queen Lovtsa, he fled from‘ the ‘ all- 
conquering‘ Corsican. « On . his / return * to 
Prussia, thes young Ihieutenant learned at 
Kinigsberg those rudiments of *war which. 
served him to such good purpose in subse-

and notorious intemperanee. Two months after the 
wedding, he was found dead in his bed, bearing un- 
mistakable signs of apoplexy. The slight suspicions 
aroused by the well-known disagreements of the pair 
soon died away ; but they were revived a few months 
later by some words which the widow muttered in her 
sleep; Attd a'skillfal detective at length succeeded in en- 
trapping her into a confession. Shehad deliberately 
intoxicated her husband until he was perfectly help- 
less, and then laid him on the floor with his face in a 
dishfal of water, thus stifling him as effectually as 
if he had béen drowned, and producing the symp- 
toms which had misied the examining physicians.
